Claim 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jean-Pierre Cuerlin (6259934). 

Regarding to claim 1 , see Fig. 2, Fig. 4, and col. 1 , line 61 to col. 2, line 

31, 

Guerlin discloses a method of selectively storing a display message in a 
mobile telephone, said method comprising the steps of:

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displaying in an optical display unit (2) see Fig. 2 of the mobile telephone 
a short message, which is received in the mobile telephone (see col. 2, line 44 - 
45); 

selecting a desired part of a character string (col. 2, line 1 7 - 22) from 
the displayed short message; 
and 

storing in a memory of the mobile telephone the selected character (see 
col. 2, line 17 - 22). 

Regarding to claim 2, Guerlin discloses that said step of selecting 
comprises: 

locating a cursor at the first letter of the displayed short message (see 
col. 3, line 1 -2); 

displacing the cursor to designate a start position of the character string 
(see col. 3, line 55 - 60) to be stored; 

displacing the cursor to designate a last position of the character string 
(see col. 3, line 60 -63) to be stored; and 
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reading the character string from the start position to the last position 
from a buffer of the optical display unit. See Fig. 4 (col 4, line 24-32). 

Regarding to Claim 3, Guerlin discloses that step of storing the character 
string comprises the step of; 

storing the read character string in a previously allocated storage area, 
see Fig. 4 (col. 3, line 63 to col. 4, line 1) of the mobile telephone; and 

reporting to a user that a storage is completed, see Fig. 5( col. 4, line 1 -3). 

Regarding to claim 4, Guerlin discloses that the allocated storage area 
stores data in queue, that the allocated storage area inherently includes a 
number of storage areas which are created to store telephone numbers and 
addresses (see col. 4, line 46-50), wherein each of the storage areas inherently 
has a length and can store one character string (see col. 4, line 46-52). 

Regarding to Claim 5, Guerlin discloses that the memory is removable 
card memory (see col. 4, line 55), which can be considered as a non-volatile 
memory.
